Fires destroy two homes 
just before the holidays

A couple of families are 
now facing the holidays with¬ 
out a home to live in. Fire 
crews in Powell County have 
been busy with two big fires 
in recent days. One in Clay 
City and one in Stanton. 

Last Sunday, just after 1 
p.m. firefighters were dis¬ 
patched, along with police 
and and an ambulance to 
a trailer on Bright Street. 
The trailer was part of the 
Atkinson Trailer Park. 

The smoke could be seen 
for miles and the side streets 
quickly filled with emergency 
units and onlookers. Officials 
say no one was home at 
the time of the fire. But it 
appeared to be fully engulfed 
by time firefighters arrived. 

Neighbors and family say 
that Larry Morefield and his 
wife had lived in the trauer 
for over a decade. They had 
left the home and received a 
call from a family member 
about the blaze. 

They lost everything. 
Clothes, furniture, memories 


built up over the years, all 
gone. 

“We got some pictures and 
stuff but its all burnt up,” 
Morefield told a Lexington 
news crew. 

Fire officials believe that 
the fire was probably caused 
by a space heater in the kitch¬ 
en. Officials warn about the 
use of space heaters because 
they can be extremely dan¬ 
gerous, especially if they are 
left unattended. 

Hours after the fire, help 
from the surrounding com¬ 
munity began pouring in. 

Members of the communi¬ 
ty have tried to rally around 
the family. Some clothing 
items were brought in Sunday 
evening. The Red Cross 
reportedly will place them 
temporarily in a motel. 

Last Tuesday evening 
and into the early hours of 
Wednesday, a huge fire was 
spotted by a driver on the 
Mountain Parkway near West 
Bend. The fire was actually at 
a house on Little Brush Creek 
Road. 

By the time fire trucks and 
firefighters could arrive the 


home was already engulfed 
in flames. 

Firefighters say no one was 
home when the fire started. 
No injuries were reported. 

The biggest challenge fire 
officials faced was the homes 
remote location and narrow 
road. Only one fire truck at 
a time could make it to the 
scene. Fire hydrants are rare 
in the area. 

Fire crews from Clark 
and Estill counties, as well 
as Stanton and Middlefork 
firefighters assisted with the 
blaze. Trucks had to stage at 
the bottom of the hill and as 
one left to get more water, 
another would make the trip 
to the home. 

A Kentucky State Police 
arson investigator was called 
to the scene and they are 
investigating the cause of the 
fire.

Epperson retrial delayed 

Special judge announces his retirement, new judge appointed

For one family it could 
be a holiday nightmare that 
never seems to end and for 
the other Christmas come 
early. The second trial for 
a Clay City man who had 
his manslaughter convic¬ 
tion overturned has been 
delayed again. Instead of 
a January trial date, the 
re-trial of Brian Epperson 
will now take place in July. 

Special Judge John D. 
Caudill from Prestonsburg, 
who was appointed to the 
case, has announced he is 
retiring at the end of the 
year. Caudill is the Chief 
Regional Circuit Judge of 
the Mountain Region. 
Caudill had set the new trial

date for Jan. 20, 2015 and 
it is believed that the trial 
could take up to four days. 

Caudill took over the case 
after Powell Circuit Judge 
Frank Fletcher recused 
himself. Fletcher took that 
action back in August, cit¬ 
ing that he felt the fami¬ 


ly did not feel they were 
being treated fairly despite 
his efforts to handle the case 
properly. 

Fletcher allowed the 
attorneys to put the case on 
the docket the day before 
the Aug. 20 motion hour, 
which is very rare. The local 
rules call for motions that 
want to be heard to be filed 
by the Friday before the 
court date. 

When Fletcher decided 
to have Epperson moved to 
the Powell County Jail so 
the case could start anew 
and have him present for 
an arraignment, as is usual¬ 
ly done, the family showed 
this displeasure. It appeared 
that they wanted Epperson

That 
is when they lost their only 
child, Scott, in a tragic traffic 
accident. That first Christmas 
following his death was mis¬ 
erable for the family. But then 
they decided to make sure 
that no one had to be alone 
or miserable that time of year. 
So they and many of their 
friends took on the task of 
providing the dinner. 

The event grew from 
cooking in their own kitch¬ 
en the first year and serving 
75 people to now using the 
school and fixing about 350 
meals. Many of those are sent 
out via volunteer drivers to 
those who may not be able 
to get out. As for leftovers, 


the Roses have been known 
to send those to the Powell 
County Jail and the Dessie 
Scott Childrens Home in 
Pine Ridge. 

But how do they afford to 
feed so many? “Donations,” 
Jackie once said. “We get a lot 
of donations to help us and 


we appreciate it all.” They also 
get a lot help from volunteers 
who spend part of their holi¬ 
day helping others. The way 
a community does for those 
who need it. 

It is that kind of love that 
helps the Community Friends 
make sure that the love is 


spread around to everyone.

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The Hour of Code: Powell County kids join millions 
as part of Computer Science Education Week

What a difference one 
hour can make. Last Thurs¬ 
day, Powell County stu¬ 
dents joined the mission to 
introduce 100 million stu¬ 
dents to computer science. 
Computers are everywhere, 
but fewer schools teach 
computer science than ten 
years ago. Girls and minori¬ 
ties are severely underrep¬ 
resented. Some sources es¬ 
timate as many as 1 million 
unfilled computer-related 
jobs by 2020. Good news is, 
we re on our way to change 
this, one hour at a time: the 
Hour of Code helps intro¬ 
duce students to computer 
programming and comput¬ 
er science. 

In one week last year, 15 
million students tried corn- 


members of the Career and 
Technical Education de¬ 
partment of PCHS, Tech¬ 
nology Department of Pow¬ 
ell County Schools, several 
technology and STLP and 
gifted and talented teach¬ 
ers, were trained to be Hour 
of Code trainers: Mr. Ken¬ 
dall Kearns, Kelly Marcum, 
Anna Faulkner, John Estep, 
Jr., Craig Bowen, Nick Cau¬ 
dill, Alicia Frazier, Ronnie 
Cooper, Brandon Brewer, 
Virginia Carpenter, Jen¬ 
nifer Francis, and Crystal 
Neal. 

During the Hour of Code 
event, the students watched 
a short video about com¬ 
puter science and then un¬ 
dertook a self-paced tuto¬ 
rial that taught them about 
computer programming 
while writing programs that 
caused the characters of 
video games (Angry Birds, 
Zombies vs. Plants, and 


Ice Age) to move through a 
maze. The students earned 
both a virtual and paper 
certificate when they fin¬ 
ished the tutorial. Many 
students finished in less 
than one hour and worked 
on different tutorials such 
as flappy bird. These tuto¬ 
rials can be found at www. 
code.org/learn. 

Roughly one dozen Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky Hour 
of Code t-shirts were given 
away to lucky winners, these 
shirts were provided by sev¬ 
eral sponsors: Healy Fam¬ 
ily McDonalds, Lexmark, 
Galmont Consulting, and 
the University of Kentucky 
Computer Science depart¬ 
ment. The Healy Family 
McDonalds organization 
sent a representative, Can¬ 
dy Calvert, to assist with the 
Bowen Elementary Hour 
of Code. McDonalds also 
provided some free food to 
the Bowen participants. 

Many students who par¬ 
ticipated indicated that they

enjoyed it and wished that 
computer science was of¬ 
fered at the high school. The 
Hour of Code, organized by 
the nonprofit Code.org and 
over 100 others, is a state¬ 
ment that todays genera¬ 
tion of students are ready to 
learn critical skills for 21st 
century success.

That’s why nearly 200 stu¬ 
dents at four Powell Coun¬ 
ty schools joined in on the 
largest learning event in 
history: The Hour of Code, 
during Computer Science 
Education Week (Decem¬ 
ber 8 - 14). 

A team of volunteers, led 
by Dr. Jane Hayes, Professor 
of Computer Science at the 
University of Kentucky, fa¬ 
cilitated the Hour of Code 
at four schools over a five 
day period.

His voice is likely one of 
the first heard during an 
emergency in Powell Coun¬ 
ty- 

Now, the man behind that 
voice is being recognized 
for his services. 

Tim Addison has been 
named Powell County’s Dis¬ 
patcher of the Year, a new 
award whose recipient is 
selected by the dispatchers 
along with first-responders 
from agencies who are dis¬ 
patched through the center. 

“It’s an honor and privi¬ 
lege to serve the people of 
Powell County,” said Addi¬ 
son, 24, who lives in Bowen 
with his wife, Rachel. “Its 
really a team effort, here. 
We all work together with 
public safety in mind. So to 
be recognized in this way by 
my peers really means a lot.” 

Addison has been a dis¬ 
patcher in Powell County

since June 2013 and was 
certified through the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police Telecom¬ 
munications Academy in 
2012. He began his career 
as a dispatcher with the Be- 
attyville Police Department 
in 2009. 

“Tim has shown an in¬ 
credible commitment to his 
job,” said Cory Graham, di¬ 
rector of the Powell County 
dispatch. “I’ve had count¬ 
less first-responders tell me 
that this is the best staff of 
dispatchers that our county 
has ever had, so to be ele¬ 


vated by them to this posi¬ 
tion is really a remarkable 
achievement.” 

Addison and his co-work¬ 
ers have been recognized 
for exemplary service across 
Kentucky and even as far 
away as Charlotte, N.C. 
While those are huge for the 
staff, the more meaningful 
accolades have come a little 
closer to home. 

“Dispatchers are our life¬ 
line in the field,” Stanton 
Police Chief Kevin Neal 
said. “When I found myself 
alone on Hall Hill Road, 


holding two individuals at 
gunpoint who had been 
identified as armed and 
dangerous, my radio could 
only transmit bits and piec¬ 
es. Tim was able to piece 
together where I was and 
what I needed and got me 
help before that situation 
could get out of hand. Hav¬ 
ing a staff like that on the 
other end of the radio can 
mean the difference be¬ 
tween life and death in the 
line of duty, and we’re lucky 
to have guys like him.”

Fiscal court says farewell 
to outgoing magistrates

The Powell County Fis¬ 
cal Court held a very short 
meeting, which could be 
the last for four of the mag¬ 
istrates. Magistrates Myers 
Arnett, Eck Snowden, Jr. 
and John Barker were on 
hand and was praised by 
Powell County Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive James Anderson 
for the hard work they had 
done. Each was given a 
plaque honoring them for 
their service to the county. 

Magistrate Ricky Creed, 
who had been on the court 
the longest out of the group, 
was not in attendance. An¬ 
derson also praised Creed 
for his diligence in serving 
the people. 

The night of honors con¬ 
tinued in what appeared to 
be a way of boosting morale 
by appreciating those who 
seldom get it. Ambulance 
service director Brinton Ep¬ 
person honored Paramedic 
Amy Tharpe and EMT Ter¬ 
ri Patrick for their action 
when a woman was suffer¬ 
ing from a heart attack on a 
run. Their care and training 
helped the woman to sur¬ 
vive as both were honored 
for the November Run of 
the Month. 

Dispatch director Cory 
Graham also honored the 
Powell County Dispatch¬ 
er of the Year, Tim Addi¬ 
son. Addison was working 
the day that Stanton Police 
Chief Kevin Neal found two 
men alleged to be armed 
and dangerous as he and 
other officers were search¬ 
ing for them. Neal, who was 
alone, was on a secluded 
part of Hall Hill Road and 
the radio transmission were 


very choppy. Addison was 
able to figure out where 
Neal was at based on those 
transmission and send help 
to him. 

“I consider it a privilege 
and an honor to work in 
this county. We have a great 
911 coordinator and a great 
judge. James Anderson is 
the best judge I have ever 
worked for,” Addison, who 
is from Lee County and has 
worked at other dispatch 
centers, said. 

Addison finished his 
comments with a little hu¬ 
mor, “If you all need me, I 
guess just call 911.” 

Anderson then contin¬ 
ued the meeting by updat¬ 
ing the court about road 
repairs. Anderson said that 
on Dec. 2 the county re¬ 
ceived the emergency fund 
notification that the repairs 
on Millstone Road would 
be covered. The money for 
the culvert situation on 
Echo Hollow Road should 
be coming soon. 

The court members vot¬ 
ed 5-0 to let the judge make 
payments on invoices for 
CSEPP projects once bids 
have ben awarded to a com¬ 
pany. That will help the local 
CSEPP office to stay within 
the three day time frame to 
pay the invoices as required 
by federal regulations ac¬ 
cording to Powell CSEPP/ 
EMA Director Danny Mc¬ 
Cormick. 

The court also made two 
changes to the county’s fi¬ 
nancial accounts. Because 
one of the clerks in the office 
had recently got married 
they needed to change her 
name on the account. The 
other changes to add a third 
clerk to the list of those ap¬ 
proved on the accounts.

The Powell County Fiscal 
Court held its last regularly 
scheduled meeting of 2014 
on Dec. 9. All members but 
one where present for this 
meeting and of all those 
present were there for roll 
call. 

The financial portion of 
the meeting was handled in 
a short time and as there was 


nothing on the old business 
portion we proceeded onto 
the new business portion. 

In the new business sec¬ 
tion, we started with recog¬ 
nition of some of our staff 
for their outstanding ser¬ 
vice. All too often we only 
hear when there’s a problem 
and very rarely recognize 
these individuals and de¬ 
partments for all the good 
they do on a daily basis 
that usually goes unnoticed 
by the vast majority of our 
citizens. This section was 
started off by Ambulance 
Director, Brinton Epperson, 
giving an account of a call 
that Amy Thorpe and Ter¬ 
ry Patrick went on. Upon 
listening to his narrative 
of the event it was evident 
that these employees had 
handled the call flawless¬ 
ly and this led to a positive 
outcome for the patient and 
represented our service well 


in the process. 

Next, Dispatch Director, 
Cory Graham, came before 
the court to recognize Tim 
Addison, as Dispatcher of 
the year for 2014. This is an 
honor he plans on awarding 
each year in recognition for 
outstanding service. Mr. 
Graham surveyed several of 
the agencies they work with 
on a daily basis to deter¬ 
mine the winner this year. 
A letter from an officer Mr. 
Addison had worked with 
during a dispatch was read 
for the court. In this letter 
the officer praised the way 
the dispatcher handled the 
call and credited him with 
insuring his safety during 
this event. 

Updates on projects was 
the next item addressed. 
The court was made aware 
that I had finally received 
a letter showing that we 
were to receive funding to 


address the Millstone Road 
issue that we had been try¬ 
ing to address since this 
summer. The final update 
was that the contractor that 
was awarded the Echo Hol¬ 
low culvert replacement 
had notified me that he had 
finally obtained the arched 
culvert that was needed to 
complete that project. 

After making these up¬ 
dates, Danny McCormick, 
came before the court with 
a resolution that should 
help streamline the pay¬ 
ment process on some of his 
projects. On several of the 
larger CSEPP projects such 
as the EOC and New Tower 
Sites we have been able to 
receive funding at time of 
the County being invoiced. 
This is essential on some of 
the more costly projects as 
it keeps the County from 
being out funds until reim¬ 
bursements are made. In 


order to keep this avenue 
available for future proj¬ 
ects we passed a resolution 
showing how these projects 
would be handled and the 
way the paperwork would 
be handled to identify these 
unique projects. 

The next item to be ad¬ 
dressed by the court was 
addressing needed changes 
to our payroll banking ac¬ 
count. The changes needed 
were to make name chang¬ 
es on the account. One of 
those name changes was 
the result of a marriage and 
the last name needed to be 
changed. The second was 
allowing another one of our 
staff to be able to assist in 
some aspects of doing pay¬ 
roll. The court voted to al¬ 
low both of these changes. 

One other item that was 
brought before the court 
was a letter from the Pow¬ 
ell County Tourism Direc-

Attorney General Con¬ 
way and his Office of Con¬ 
sumer Protection ask that 
you keep the following tips 
in mind if you choose to 
make a charitable donation 
this holiday season: 

• Donate to charities you 
know and trust. When pos¬ 
sible, take the time to verify 
the address, phone number, 
and additional contact in¬ 
formation. Consider a char¬ 
ity’s history, purpose, track 
record, and reputation. 


• If you are contributing 
over the Internet, make sure 
that the website you are vis¬ 
iting belongs to a legitimate, 
established, and registered 
charity, and that the web¬ 
site and the charity match. 
Also, make sure the site is 
secure and will offer pro¬ 
tection for your credit-card 
information. 

• Be cautious of sound- 
alike charities and solicitors 
unable to answer questions. 

• Where possible, make 
donations by check or cred¬ 
it card rather than cash. 

• Beware of unsolicited 
email requests that appear 
to come from a legitimate 
charity. These requests may 
actually be phishing scams

Who can believe that it is 
only 10 days (or less) until 
Christmas? 

Most of our homes are 
now decorated for the hol¬ 
idays. Many of these dec¬ 
orations include live plants 
or plant materials that may 
need a little extra attention 
to keep them looking fresh 
and lasting throughout the 
Christmas season. 


THE CHRISTMAS 
TREE 

If using a cut evergreen 
tree, make sure to check 
your tree stand for sufficient 
water. You will be surprised 
at just how much water that 
a Christmas tree can drink. 
Trees usually will absorb 
as much as a gallon of wa¬ 
ter the first 24 hours and 
one or more quarts a day 
thereafter. A little Sprite or 
7-Up mixed in with your 
trees water may keep the 
tree fresher, longer. Keep 
in mind some of these trees 
available on the department 
store lots were cut in Octo¬ 
ber and could be starving 
for a drink. Most of the 
Frazier firs and spruce trees 
found in department or gar¬ 
den center lots were grown 
in Michigan or North Car¬ 
olina and were cut several 
weeks ago. Most of the trees 
grown in Kentucky will be 
white pine, scotch pine or 
Norway spruce. You know 
your tree is a little fresher if 
it was grown and cut locally. 
Regardless of where the tree 
is grown, water is important 
because it prevents the trees 
needles from drying and 
the boughs from droop¬ 
ing. Always keep your tree 
away from heat and draff 
sources such as vent-less 
gas heaters, fireplaces and 
other heat sources. Make 



sure your light cords are all 
working. Make sure to use 
low heat intensity lights on 
your tree to avoid drying 
out. Do not use any elec¬ 
tric light cords with frayed 
wires or cracked or broken 
sockets. Be sure to un-plug 
your tree before you go to 
bed or leave the house, even 
for a few minutes. Caring 
for your tree after it is dec¬ 
orated is very important to 
insure your family’s safety 
during the holidays. 

If you are using a LIVE 
TREE for the holidays, the 
chances of that tree surviv¬ 
ing out in the landscape af¬ 
ter Christmas are improved 
if you acclimate the tree be¬ 
fore going inside and as you 
take it outside. When you 
purchase your live tree, set 
it on the porch or enclosed 
garage for 2 days before 
bringing it inside. Keep in 
mind you should only use 
this tree indoors for 5-7 at 
the most. After the pres¬ 
ents are unwrapped, take 
the tree back outside in 
the garage or carport-pro¬ 
tected but outdoors for 2 
days. Have your planting 
hole dug before you bring

Once 
your tree is adjusted back 
to cooler weather, plant 
the tree ASAP, mulch with 
2-3 inches of pine bark and 
hopefully your tree will be 
alive next Christmas out in 
the landscape. The surviv¬ 
al rate for most living trees 
I have seen has been about 
50/50 but if you need a tree 
for the landscape, it’s prob¬ 
ably worth a try In many 
years, the weather directly 
after the holidays deter¬ 
mined if the tree survived 
or not. The weather forecast 
for this year’s Christmas ac¬ 
tually looks good so far to 
be able to do this. 


GIFT IDEAS FOR 
THE GARDENER 

If you still have several 
hard-to-please people on 
your Christmas list consid¬ 


er doing some shopping in 
a different store or differ¬ 
ent section of Wal-mart for 
some of the people on your 
shopping list. If one of the 
people on that list is a gar¬ 
dener or farmer, you may 
get some of the best buys at 
a local farm store, nursery 
or garden center area. Con¬ 
sider what these people may 
enjoy this spring, things like 
new clay pots for the front 
porch, lawn or garden orna¬ 
ments, gardening tools, or 
even a new tree or shrub for 
their front yard. Just back in 
October I planted two de¬ 
ciduous hollies in my land¬ 
scape from a gift certificate 
I received for Christmas last 
year! 

Garden supply stores may 
have seeds left from the 
2014 growing season seeds 
and may be able to cut you 
a good deal about now.

POINSETTIA CARE 

The Christmas poinset¬ 
tia you purchased last week 
should last throughout 
the holidays if it receives 
proper care during its stay 
within your home. Keep 
poinsettias away from cold 
windows or warm air vents 
or drafts. Give the plant in¬ 
direct light during the day 
Water the plant at least once 
a week. Remove the foil and 
water thoroughly letting 
the water drain from the

to be released. Fletch¬ 
er questioned the fami¬ 
ly about their behavior, 
stating he had tried to be 
fair and then removed 
himself. 

Epperson was found 
guilty in January of 2013 
after being tried for the 
Nov. 14, 2011 death of 
Donald Tharpe. Tharpe 
died on impact when Ep¬ 
persons truck crossed the 
centerline on Hardwicks 
Creek Road near Clay 
City causing a head on 
collision. A passenger in 
Tharpe’s truck, Constance 
Puckett, was injured and 
had to be flown out to the 
UK Medical Center. 

Epperson was indict¬ 
ed for DUI and murder, 
along with the assault 
charges on Puckett. But 
just before his trial was 
set to begin the court al¬ 
lowed Commonwealth 
Attorney Darrell Herald 
to amend the indictment. 
That amendment under 
a different subsection of 
the states DUI law, Ep¬ 
person’s appeal stated, 
moved the burden of

proof from the state hav¬ 
ing to prove impairment 
to only proving that Ep¬ 
person had substances in 
his system that could im¬ 
pair him. 

After the first trial Ep¬ 
person’s attorney was 
quoted. “We plan to ap¬ 
peal,” David Ward told 
reporters after the trial. 
“The prosecution amend¬ 
ed the indictment for 
DUI literally 30 minutes 
before the trail began. So 
we will have an appeal 
ready to file at the sen¬ 
tencing.” 

Epperson, through his 
attorney, asked for a con¬ 
tinuance after a jury had 
been selected and the 
trial was about to begin, 
according to the appeal 
motion. However, Pow¬ 
ell Circuit Judge Frank 
Fletcher denied the mo¬ 
tion. 

The jury listened to tes¬ 
timony about the medi¬ 
cations in Epperson’s sys¬ 
tem, some he reportedly 
did not have a prescrip¬ 
tion for, and the levels in 
his system. The defense 
countered with the delay 
it took in the state police 
laboratory, the way the 
testing was conducted

Flu activity is widespread, schools affected

Just check the absen¬ 
tee list at any school. 
This past Monday Pow¬ 
ell County High School 
reportedly had 100 stu¬ 
dents out due to illness, 
The flue and cold season 
is here with a vengeance. 

Kentucky’s flu activity 
level has become wide¬ 
spread, which means at 
least half the regions of 
the state have reported 
confirmed cases of influ¬ 
enza. 

Schools are a testimo¬ 
ny to this increase in ac¬ 
tivity, as they have been 
swamped with absences 
related to illness, many 
reporting flu or flu-like 
symptoms. Several of 
them have closed their 
doors Friday hopes for 
recovery over the week¬ 
end. 

One of the first big epi¬ 
sodes came several weeks 
ago when Lexington’s 
Paul Laurence Dunbar 
High School Band can¬ 
celled its appearance in 
the Lexington Christ¬ 
mas Parade because of 
widespread illness. They 
had just returned from 
marching in the Macy’s 
Thanksgiving Day Pa¬ 
rade in New York City. 
Kathy Jaeger, president 
of the band boosters, told 
WKYT-TV that nearly 


100 band members and 
two band directors were 
sick with strep throat and 
flu-like symptoms. 

WKYT reported that up 
to 20 percent of students 
were out sick last week at 
some Central Kentucky 
schools. Paris Elementary 
reported 20 percent of its 
students out, most with 
flu-like symptoms. 

Toliver Elementary in 
Danville cancelled class¬ 
es for Friday, Dec. 12 be¬ 
cause of the number of 
sick students and teach¬ 
ers, sending a note home 
to students that said: “The 
staff has worked overtime 
to keep the doors open, 
wiping noses, taking tem¬ 
peratures, and teaching. 
Worn down by the effort 
and in such close contact 
with students, significant 
numbers of staff are now 
ill as well. The number 
surmounts resources 
available.” 

Harrison County 
Schools also cancelled 
classes Friday because of 
the rising number of re¬ 
ported student illnesses, 
Donald Richie reported 
for The Cynthiana Dem¬ 
ocrat. 

Greg Hollon, Clark 
County director of pupil 
personnel student sup¬ 
port services, told WKYT 
that parents should keep 
their kids at home if they 
are sick. 


“If your child is exhib¬ 
iting symptoms, they’re 
nauseous, they’re cough¬ 
ing, they have a high fe¬ 
ver, any of those symp¬ 
toms, symptoms that 
would warrant taking 
them to the doctor. We 
always would encourage 
parents to exercise good 
judgment,” he said. 

The flu is highly con¬ 
tagious and because it is 
spread from person to 
person, it is easily spread 
in school environments. 
And this year a strain of 
the flu (H1N1) that is es¬ 
pecially hard on children 
and young adults is cir¬ 
culating, according to a 
state press release. 

“In this flu season so far, 
H1N1 has continued to 
circulate and there have 
been reports nationally 
of severe illness in young 
and middle-aged adults,” 
Health Commissioner 
Stephanie Mayfield said. 
“We strongly recommend 
vaccination of children, 
teenager and young to 
middle-aged adults, even 
if they are healthy, to pre¬ 
vent the spread of and 
complications from the 
flu this year. All forms of 
flu vaccine available in 
Kentucky this year pro¬ 
vide protection against 
the pandemic H1N1 in¬ 
fluenza virus.” 

The most common 
symptoms of the flu are 


high fever, chills and 
shakes, extreme tired¬ 
ness, headache and body 
aches, sore throat, head¬ 
aches, a dry hacking 
cough, and vomiting and 
belly pain. 

The federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention says that the best 
way to prevent the flu is 
to get a vaccine, and it 
recommends a vaccine 
for everyone 6 months of 
age and older. 

People who are es¬ 
pecially encouraged to 
receive the flu vaccine, 
because they may be at 
higher risk for complica¬ 
tions or negative conse¬ 
quences, include: 

• Children age 6 months 
to 19 years; 

• Pregnant women; 

• Young and mid¬ 
dle-aged adults for the 
2013-2014 influenza sea¬ 
son; 

• People 50 years old or 
older; 

• People of any age with 
chronic health problems; 

• People who live in 
nursing homes and other 
long-term care facilities; 

• Health care workers; 

• Caregivers of or peo¬ 
ple who live with a person 
at high risk for complica¬ 
tions from the flu; and 

• Out-of-home caregiv¬ 
ers of, or people who live 
with, children less than 6 
months old.

and that the levels were 
too low to have been the 
reason for the fatal wreck. 
They argued it was just an 
unfortunate accident. 

The jury found Epper¬ 
son guilty of manslaugh¬ 
ter, instead of murder, 
and recommended a six 
year sentence. He was el¬ 
igible for parole after 14 
months and was officially 
sentenced a month after 
the trial. Epperson did 
have a parole hearing on 
July 2, 2013, but he was 
deferred for 18 months. 
That means he could have 
been eligible for parole 
on Jan 1, 2015. He had 
served, with time served 
before sentencing, over 


900 days. 

The appeals court 
agreed that the amend¬ 
ment “fundamentally al¬ 
tered the defense’s strat¬ 
egy literally on the eve 
of the trial.” The defense 
that Epperson’s attorney 
had planned, under the 
amended charge would 
have “resulted in an ad¬ 
mission of guilt under 
the DUI statute,” the ap¬ 
peals court ruled. They 
also stated that it was the 
“very essence of preju¬ 
dice.” 

The appeals court ruled 
that they did not have any 
problem with the trial 
court’s decision to amend 
the indictment, but that 
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the court should have 
granted a continuance. 
The failure to do so cou¬ 
pled with the “court’s in¬ 
adequate justification for 
immediately proceeding 
with the trial constituted 
an abuse of discretion.” 

Since Caudill took over, 
the bond for Epperson 
was reduced and he was 
placed on MCR. He is 
allowed to attend church 
on Sundays and work for 
his father presumably on 
a farm. He also able to go 
to meetings with his at¬ 


torney. 

With Caudill’s retire¬ 
ment announcement, 
21st Circuit Judge Beth 
Lewis Maze has been 
appointed to handle the 
case. But it appears that 
her schedule is booked 
for January. Maze issued 
an order Dec. 8 that the 
trial would be held July 
13 through 16, 2015. 

The family of the vic¬ 
tims have not made any 
statements as of press 
time.

School board pushes for and gets answers about construction issues

The Powell County School 
Board enjoyed their annu¬ 
al Christmas get-together 
before last week’s meeting, 
then got ready for a long 
agenda. The items went by 
rather quickly, except for 
the usually long auditor’s 
report. But if one was bored 
then you woke up when the 
high school addition and 
renovation project came up. 

The topic came up about 
mid-meeting as Marillia 
Construction president 
Josh Marrillia and the high 
school project manager 
Travis Harris addressed the 
board about their concerns. 
The board has been inquis¬ 
itive as to when the project, 
which was supposed to be 
completed by Oct. 31 would 
actually be completed. 

Marrillia advised the 
board that there were a few 
things that came up that 
may have put things be¬ 
hind schedule. But that by 
the end of the week all of 
the outside work should be 
completed. That included 
the student parking lot and 
some landscaping. Marrilla 
also advised that the com¬ 
pany would like to place the 
concrete cap, as was called 
for in the original plans, 
over the cut out area of the 
entrance way to the parking 
areas during the Christmas 
break. 

“We want to make sure 
there is a little traffic as pos¬ 
sible on it for about seven 
days if possible,” Marrillia 
said. When asked why con¬ 
crete was to be used, he re¬ 
plied that the original plans 
called for it to help protect 
the drainage pipe under¬ 
neath. 

Marrillia then advised 
that the remainder of the 
inside work, including a 
repainting of a wall, lights 
for at least one room, a coat 
hook in a staff restroom 
and the interior courtyard 
should be done soon. The 
painting and other inside 
work would hopefully be 
done by weeks end, the 
courtyard may take a little 
longer as they were await¬ 
ing the right cap stone. They 
have even completed som- 
me work on a HVAC unit 
as well. 

“We have had a little trou¬ 
ble with one of our subcon¬ 
tractors, they have been our 
problem child,” Marrillia 
said. “We may not use them 
again.” 

Other inside items to be 
completed included doors 
on a cabinet and that is one 
area the subcontractor had 
dealt with. After giving a 


list of items that should be 
completed, Powell Superin¬ 
tendent Mike Tate spoke. 

“We received our Cer¬ 
tificate of Occupancy on 
Oct. 1, which means that 
the work should have been 
completed in 30 days and 
here we are on Dec. 8 and 
not all the work is complet¬ 
ed,” Tate said. “I understand 
most of it will be done by 
the end of the week except 
three items.” 

“Our punch list was com¬ 
pleted and then we received 
more items from Ross-Tar- 
rant (the architecture firm) 
and then other punch list 
items,” Marrilla responded. 

Tate and Marrillia traded 
responses about how long 
it was taking. Tate agreed 
that if they were waiting for 
supplies or light fixtures, 
that was understandable. “I 
know you have only a few 
items today, but I would like 
to see what the punch list 
was on Oct. 31,” Tate said. 

“We don’t want to draw 
no line in the sand and we 
are willing to continue to 
work on these items with¬ 
in reason (speaking most¬ 
ly about the crispness of a 
painted line on a wall.) 

“I walk these halls almost 
everyday and I see items for 
the punch list everyday,” 
Board Chairperson Evelyn 
Faulkner said. “I want to see 
some lines going through 
those items. I am tired and 
I’m ready to say ‘Good-bye’ 
to you.” 

However, the outside is¬ 
sues with the parking lot 
was more of a concern for 
Tate and the board. 

Several board members 
asked questions about why 
it was taking so long. Of 
course, the board had been 


advised about soil issues, 
but they had met and voted 
on other measures to insure 
the lot would be completed 
quickly. At one point the lot 
was promised to be com¬ 
pleted by Oct. 1. 

Marrillia told the board 
that it would be completed 
by the weekend and if they 
did not see earth movers 
out there doing the work, 
then call him and he would 
get on it right away. 

(The lot and landscaping 
appeared to be completed 
as Marrillia had said by the 
weekend, including striping 
of the lot and landscaping. 
The lot will be re-striped in 
the spring at no cost to the 
board due to the fact only 
one coat was used due to 
the weather.) 

“I believe the work is 
quality work, I just wish it 
could have been done in a 
more timely manner,” Tate 
admitted. “It is a good proj¬ 
ect overall. I know most 


of the problems have been 
with the subcontractors and 
not Marillia.” 

Speaking of the construc¬ 
tion, a change order was 
approved by the board to 
help with the soil issues and 
the geogrid fabric used to 
assist, along with the rocks 
needed. The board has al¬ 
ready approved the project, 
but the cost had changed, so 
they approved the amount 
of $56,623. Overall the proj¬ 
ect has only used approx¬ 
imately two-thirds of the 
change order money that 
the system had planned for 
in case it was needed. 

The board also heard 
from Lynn Stidham and 
Mariam Todd about the 
Comprehensive District 
Improvement Plan (CDIP). 


Stidham called the plan the 
“meat and potatoes” of what 
the district was trying to do 
to meet goals set up by the 
state. She said he five goals 
from last year have not 
changed and that a success¬ 
ful community stakehold¬ 
er meeting was held last 
month to discuss the plan. 
The board approved the 
plan with a 4-0 vote, board 
member Martin Burton was 
unable to attend the meet¬ 
ing. 

The board also heard 
from Powell County Acad¬ 
emy’s Kenny Rice about the 
issues his facility and staff 
face in dealing with stu¬ 
dents. The school, formerly 
known as Alternative Edu¬ 
cation, has 27 students so 
far. Rice noted that he had 


four seniors graduate last 
year and thanked the dis¬ 
trict for the programs that 
help meet students needs. 

The board also heard from 
Becky Skidmore, who heads 
up Community Education. 
Skidmore made a presenta¬ 
tion of photos from the re¬ 
cent Track-or-Treat held for 
Halloween at the Stanton 
City Park. The event is one 
of many community activ¬ 
ities the department takes 
part in. It was estimated 
by Skidmore that between 
1,500 and 2,000 people 
came through the park that 
night, which was the 17th 
year of the event. 

The next board meeting 
is scheduled to be held on 
Dec. 29.

KyOne Health/SJMS: Holiday season can be 
challenging for those who suffer from depression

ry recently? That’s right, Old St. Nick himself! It’s almost 
time for him to make his whirlwind trip for Christmas, so 
it was nice of him to stop by CCE for a visit. 


For the nearly 24 percent of Ken¬ 
tuckians whove reported suffering 
from depression in their lifetime, the 
holidays can be an especially chal¬ 
lenging time. With the extra stress 
and pressures of holiday gatherings, 
giftgiving and more, some find their 
mental health may worsen during this 
time when joy is the common expec¬ 
tation. Saint Joseph Mount Sterling, 
part of KentuckyOne Health, is work¬ 
ing to ensure that the needed mental 
health services are available for Mont¬ 
gomery County residents. 

Women are 70 percent more likely 
than men to experience depression 
during their lifetime. While major 
depressive disorder can develop at 
any age, the average age of onset is 32, 
according to the U.S. Census Bureau 
Population Estimates by Demograph¬ 
ic Characteristics. 

“Depression is more than just a case 
of the blues and unfortunately, the 
holidays can be a time when depres¬ 
sion is at its worst,” said Brian Glover, 
D.O., KentuckyOne Health Primary 
Care Associates, Saint Joseph Mount 


Sterling. “If you feel that something 
is amiss, a visit to your primary care 
physician is a good place to start to get 
the help you need.” 

Depression can surface with a num¬ 
ber of signs and symptoms and may 
include feelings of self-loathing or 
poor self worth; changes in sleep - 
either being unable to sleep or sleep¬ 
ing too much; experiencing negative 
thoughts that you’re unable to shake; 
changes in appetite - eating too much 
or not eating enough; showing signs of 
irritability; short temper or aggressive 
behavior; or loss of interest in things 
and activities. 

“While we don’t know what exactly 
causes depression, it’s been linked to 
a number of genetic, biological, envi¬ 
ronmental and psychological factors,” 
said Sunil Chhibber, M.D., psychia¬ 
trist and clinical director at Our Lady 
of Peace, part of KentuckyOne Health. 
“Depression often coexists with other 
serious illnesses like cancer, heart at¬ 
tacks or Parkinson’s Disease. It’s im¬ 
portant to recognize the signs of men¬ 
tal illness and seek professional help.” 


While depression is the most com¬ 
mon, affecting nearly seven percent 
of U.S. adults, there are more than 
200 classified forms of mental illness. 
Among the most common disor¬ 
ders are depression, bipolar disorder, 
schizophrenia, eating disorders, anx¬ 
iety and dementia. According to the 
National Institute of Mental Health 
(NIMH), in 2012 an estimated 43.7 
million adults (age 18 and older) ex¬ 
perienced some form of mental illness 
in the U.S. in the past year. This rep¬ 
resents 18.6 percent of adults. Near¬ 
ly 181,000 adults in Kentucky suffer 
from some form of serious mental 
illness. 

According to NIMH, suicide is the 
tenth leading cause of death in the 
U.S., and the second leading cause 
of death for Kentuckians ages 15- 
34. If you are experiencing suicid¬ 
al thoughts, it’s important to seek 
help immediately by calling the Na¬ 
tional Suicide Prevention Lifeline at 
1.800.273.TALK (8255).

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Protect your identity this holiday season, and every season 


The holiday 
season is in full 
swing! Its one 
of the busiest 
time of year, of¬ 
ten juggling of¬ 
fice and school 
holiday parties, 
gift purchasing, 
and family cel¬ 
ebrations. The 
winter holiday 
season is the biggest shopping season of the 
year.

Limit the extra items you 
bring while shopping so that you are not 
constantly setting down and picking up a 
purse or other items that could be left be¬ 
hind. It is important to carry your driver’s 
license, but do not bring extra credit or 
identity cards with you. Your social securi¬ 
ty card should definitely be left at home in 
a safe place. 

Protect your smartphone. Smartphones 
are designed to put information at our 
fingertips. Many people use their smart¬ 
phones for banking, online shopping, and 
to track personal information. Consider 
having safeguards in place on your smart¬ 
phone in case it is lost or stolen, that some¬ 
one will not be able to instantly gain access 
to all of your personal information.

Santa Sugar Cookies 

Store-bought sugar cookies 

1 (16 ounce) container Betty Crocker™ Rich & Creamy vanilla frosting 
24 candy eyes 

12 cinnamon imperial candies 
Red sugar sprinkles 

Approximately 1/4 cup sweetened shredded coconut 
12 miniature marshmallows 
Black edible marker

Butter-Herb Roasted Chicken 

1/2 cup butter, softened 

2 teaspoons chopped fresh thyme leaves 
2 teaspoons chopped fresh sage leaves 

2 cloves garlic, finely chopped 
11/4 teaspoons salt 
1 teaspoon pepper 
1 whole chicken (about 4 lb) 

12 small whole carrots with tops or 3 large carrots, cut into 1-inch pieces 


1 lb fingerling potatoes, cut lengthwise in half 

2 sweet onions, each cut into 6 wedges 
2 tablespoons olive oil 

1/2 cup Progresso™ chicken broth (from 32-oz carton) 

Heat oven to 375°F. Spray shallow roasting pan with cooking spray. 

In small bowl, mix butter, chopped thyme, sage, garlic, 3/4 teaspoon of the salt and 
1/2 teaspoon of the pepper. Rub mixture under and on skin of chicken. Place chicken, 
breast side up, in roasting pan. Insert ovenproof meat thermometer so tip is in thickest 
part of inside thigh muscle and does not touch bone.

Pour broth over 
vegetables. 

Roast uncovered 1 hour 15 minutes or until thermometer reads at least 165°F and 
legs move easily when lifted or twisted. Cover loosely with foil; let stand 10 to 15 min¬ 
utes for easier carving. Serve chicken with vegetables. 

French Toast-Sausage Casserole 

1 roll (16 oz) maple-flavored bulk pork breakfast sausage 

1 round uncut loaf (16 oz) Hawaiian bread, cut into 8 slices 
8 eggs 

2 cups half-and-half 
1 cup milk 

1 tablespoon granulated sugar 

1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

1/8 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1/3 cup powdered sugar 

Real maple or maple-flavored syrup, if desired 

In 10-inch nonstick skillet, cook sausage over medium heat 8 to 10 minutes, stirring 
occasionally, until no longer pink; drain. 

Spray 13x9-inch (3-quart) glass baking dish with cooking spray. In baking dish, ar¬ 
range 4 of the bread slices, cutting as needed to fit dish. Spoon sausage over bread. Top 
with remaining 4 bread slices. 

In large bowl, beat eggs, half-and-half, milk, granulated sugar, cinnamon, salt and 
vanilla with whisk until well blended. Pour evenly over bread. Cover; refrigerate 8 
hours or overnight. 

Heat oven to 350°E Uncover baking dish. Bake 40 minutes or until golden brown 
and set. Sprinkle with powdered sugar. Serve with syrup.

“Come on! Let’s go! 

Have you heard them? 
I’ve said those words many 
times, and I’ve heard oth¬ 
ers say them. They were 
said because something, 
thought to be extraordinari¬ 
ly important or especially 
interesting, was happening, 
and there was a compelling 
urge to get where the action 
was as quickly as possible. So, everything, what¬ 
ever it was, was forgotten—laid aside for the 
moment—-to get where the action was. 

Those words are now new. They have been 
used for many years. Some of the more recent 


translations of the original story of the birth of 
Jesus quote the shepherds as saying, “Come on! 
Let’s go to Bethlehem! Let’s see this wonder¬ 
ful thing that has happened.” Leaving every¬ 
thing, including their first responsibility, behind- 
—flocks untended in the fields—they went to 
Bethlehem to see what was happening. In words 
of one version, “So they went just as fast as they 
could” to “the village” where they “found their 
way to Mary and Joseph. And there was the baby, 
lying in the manger.” Those shepherds were so 
excited that they “told everybody what had hap¬ 
pened and what the angel had said to them about 
this child.” Everyone who heard the words of the 
shepherds “expressed astonishment.” Then, “the 
shepherds went back to their fields and flocks” to 


assume their responsibility. 

“Come on! Let’s go!” Don’t you hear it? 
Excitement is in the air! It’s that season of the 
year! Everyone wants to be a part of the excite¬ 
ment. They want to.. .go shopping, see the glitter, 
hear “Jingle Bells,” and be a part of the rushing 
crowd at the mall because “Santa Claus is coming 
to town.” 

But the real excitement is about more. It is the 
joyous celebration of one of the more import¬ 
ant events in human history. “The Savior- 
yes, the Messiah, the Lord-—has been born...in 
Bethlehem!” It happened “during the reign of 
King Herod,” and it was so significant that it split 
human history into two distinct parts. That’s 
something to celebrate!

AN ORDINANCE LEVYING CITY OF STANTON, KENTUCKY AD VALOREM 
TAXES FOR GENERAL MUNICIPAL PURPOSES FOR THE YEAR 2014 ON 
ALL TAXABLE PROPERTY WITHIN THE TAXING JURISDICTION OF THE 
CITY, ON EACH ONE HUNDRED ($100.00) DOLLARS OF ASSESSED VAL¬ 
UATION 

WHEREAS, the City of Stanton is required to establish tax rates for ad va- 
loreum property tax rates for taxable property within the City limits of Stanton; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED AS FOLLOWS: 

The City of Stanton hereby sets the following rates for the 2014 Ad Valorem 
Taxes for General municipal purposes on all taxable property within the taxing 
jurisdiction of the City of Stanton: 

On real property, including real property of public services companies with tax 
rate of .100 (10 cents), per hundred dollars of assessed value and on personal 
property of public service companies tax rate of .100 (10 cents), per hundred 
dollars of assessed value, except on motor vehicles. 

The 2014 taxes shall be due and payable to the City of Stanton, Kentucky on 
or before January 31, 2015. Tax bills not paid on time shall be assessed and 
interest per City Ordinance 07-513 on the total unpaid balance until paid. Reve¬ 
nue derived from penalty and interest payments for delinquent tax bills shall be 
paid in the General Revenue Fund of the City of Stanton, Kentucky. 

Introduced and given first reading at a Regular Stanton City Council meeting on 
the 13th day of November, 2014 and adopted after second reading on Decem¬ 
ber 11th, 2014 at a Regular Stanton City Council meeting.

Chocolate Cherny Judge 

8 ounces dark chocolate, chopped 
1 cup walnuts, chopped 
1 (14-ounce) can sweetened condensed milk 
16 maraschino cherries with stems 

Directions: Line an 8-inch square baking pan with 
parchment paper, leaving an overhang on two sides. 
In a large microwave-safe bowl, melt the chocolate in 
the condensed milk on medium-high for 4 minutes, 
checking at regular intervals. Stir vigorously to com¬ 
bine. Stir in the nuts and spread in the pan. 

Lightly score the top with a knife to create squares, 
first in half, then quarters, eighths, and finally six¬ 
teenths. Gently press a pretty red cherry into the 
center of each square. Refrigerate to set. Remove the 
fudge from the pan by lifting it out with the paper 
overhang and place on a cutting board. Cut along the 
lines and serve.

Ingredients 

18 ounces (about 3 cups) white chocolate chips 
1 teaspoon peppermint oil 
1 (14-ounce) can sweetened condensed milk 
1/2 cup crushed peppermint candies 
1/4 cup (1/2 stick) salted butter 

Directions: Line an 8 by 8 inch metal baking dish 
with waxed paper or parchment paper. In a Pyrex 
(or other microwavable) bowl, place the chips, the 
sweetened condensed milk and the butter, cut into 
four pieces. 

Microwave for 2 minutes on high, then stir well and 
let it sit for 1 to 2 minutes. Stir again. If the mixture 
still hasn’t melted, microwave it for 1 minute more, 
then stir and let sit, stirring occasionally, until the 
mixture is smooth. Do not overheat or the white 
chocolate may “seize,” getting stiff or scorched. 
When the mixture is smooth, stir in the peppermint 
oil and turn the fudge into the prepared pan. Sprin¬ 
kle evenly with the crushed peppermint and chill for 
30 minutes, until firm. Slice the pan 8 pieces by 8 
pieces, making 64 1-inch squares. Store in the refrig¬ 
erator in an airtight container for up to a week.

Ingredients 

1/2 cup (1 stick) unsalted butter, at room tempera¬ 
ture 

1 cup crushed Heath English Toffee Bits, or Heath 
Almond Brickie Bits 

2 cups confectioners’ sugar, sifted 

1 1/2 pounds finely chopped semisweet chocolate 
melted with 4 tablespoons vegetable shortening, or 
11/2 pounds dark chocolate confectionery coating, 


melted, or 2 tubs (7 ounces each) dipping chocolate 

2 cups creamy peanut butter 

1 cup finely chopped salted peanuts for rolling (op¬ 
tional) 

2 cups (about 10 ounces) finely chopped pretzel sticks 

1 cup Belgian chocolate jimmies (or vermicelli) for 

rolling (optional) 

Directions: In a large bowl, using a hand-held electric 
mixer set at medium speed, beat together the butter 
and sugar until light and fluffy, about 2 minutes. Beat 
in the peanut butter until combined. Using a large 
rubber spatula, fold in the pretzel sticks and toffee bits. 
Cover and refrigerate the mixture until it is very firm, 
2 to 3 hours. Roll the mixture, by heaping tablespoons, 
into 1-inch balls. Place on a parchment paper-lined 
baking sheet. Cover the bonbons with plastic wrap 
and freeze until they are very firm, about 30 minutes. 

Combine the chopped chocolate and shortening, 
cut into small bits, on a large, microwave-safe dinner 
plate. Microwave at half-power for 1 minute. When 
melted, the chocolate will appear soft and shiny but 
will still hold its shape; stir smooth. If the chocolate is 
not completely melted, heat in 30-second increments, 
stirring until smooth. Transfer the chocolate to a me¬ 
dium bowl. If using confectionery coating, repeat this 
process without using the shortening. If using dipping 
chocolate in a tub, follow the dipping directions listed 
on the container. 

To make dipping the bonbons easy, and less messy, 
try wearing latex gloves, available in most pharmacies. 
Working with one bonbon at a time, quickly dip it in 
the melted chocolate, rolling it around to coat it com¬ 
pletely. Rest the bonbon on a fork and let any excess 
chocolate drain away. Immediately roll the bonbon in 
the chopped peanuts or chocolate jimmies and place 
on the parchment-lined baking sheet to harden. 

Alternatively, place the dipped bonbon without the 
jimmies or nut coating, on the parchment-lined bak¬ 
ing sheet and top with one perfect salted peanut or a 
sprinkling of crushed English toffee, or when the bon¬ 
bon is firm, drizzle lightly with melted white choco¬ 
late.

12 oz bag semisweet chocolate chips 

1 1/4 c. light brown sugar 

3 large eggs 

2 teaspoons vanilla extract 

1/4 c. unsweetened cocoa powder 

1 1/2 c. all-purpose flour 

11/2 teaspoons baking powder 

1/4 teaspoon salt 

8 oz semisweet baking chocolate, cut into 1 inch 
pieces 

16 large marshmallows, cut in half 

Instructions 

In a medium saucepan, over medium heat, melt 
the butter and the 12 ounces of semisweet chocolate 
chips. Stir constantly until just melted. Remove from 
heat and let stand for 5 minutes to slightly cool. 

In a large bowl, combine the brown sugar, eggs and 
vanilla. Beat with an electric hand-mixer, on medium 
speed just until blended. Beat in the cooled chocolate 
mixture just until combined. 

Add the cocoa powder, flour, baking powder and salt. 
Mix on low speed just until combined. Cover bowl 
with saran wrap and refrigerate for 2 hours. 

Preheat oven to 325 degrees F. 

Line two cookie sheets with parchment paper. Scoop 
and drop the cookie dough by the tablespoon, onto 
the prepared cookie sheets. You should fit 12 cookies 
per sheet, and making sure to space them at least 2 
inches apart. 

Bake cookies for 12 minutes. Remove cookies from 
oven and place one piece of chocolate on the center 
top of each cookie, and then top each chocolate with 
one half marshmallow. Place cookies back in oven and 
bake another 4 minutes. 

Remove pan and let cookies cool at least 5 minutes 
before transferring to a cooling rack. 


Ingredients 

2 cups creamy peanut butter 

3/4 c. salted butter (softened) 

1/2 tsp. vanilla extract 

3 3/4 c. powdered sugar 

2 packages (1 lb each) Chocolate Candy Coating 

Instructions 

Mix the peanut butter, salted butter and vanilla to¬ 
gether in a large bowl. 

After they are well mixed together, add in the pow¬ 
dered sugar, a little at a time. You may need to add a 
bit more or a bit less powdered sugar. You have enough 
powdered sugar when the mixture holds together well 
in one giant ball in your mixing bowl. 

Cover and let sit in the refrigerator for 15-25 minutes 
until they firm up. (You can also cover tightly and re¬ 
frigerate for up to 2 days.) 

Shape the dough into 1-inch balls. Cover and refrig¬ 
erate again, for above 15-20 minutes. Skipping this 
step makes the dough very hard to dip into the choc¬ 
olate. 

Melt the chocolate according to the package direc¬ 
tions. 

Dip the peanut butter balls one at a time into the 
melted chocolate. Let the excess chocolate drip off, as 
the chocolate will pool a little when you set it down. 
Place the dipped peanut butter chocolate ball onto 
wax paper and let it harden. 

Chill until ready to serve. Also chill them a little be¬ 
fore packaging them for gifts.

Ingredients 

1 cup butter, softened 

2/3 cup powdered sugar 

1/4 tsp salt 

2 tsp vanilla extract 

3 Tbsp cornstarch 

2 cups all-purpose flour 

1/2 cup finely chopped Pecans (I just used Pecan 
cookie chips so I didn’t have to do any chopping, just 
poured them in right from the bag). 

1 1/2-2 cups powdered sugar, for coating 

Directions: Preheat oven to 350 degrees. In the bowl 
of an electric stand mixer fitted with the paddle at¬ 
tachment, mix butter on medium speed until creamy, 
about 20 seconds. Blend in 2/3 cup powdered sugar 
and salt. Mix in vanilla. Sprinkle cornstarch over mix- 
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ture (just so it doesn’t blend into one area) then with 
mixer set on low speed slowly add in flour and mix 
just until combine. Stir in Pecans. Scoop dough out 
1 Tbsp at a time and roll into a ball, then place balls 
on Silpat or parchment paper lined baking sheets and 
bake in preheated oven for 16 - 18 minutes, until bot¬ 
tom edges are lightly golden (these are a cookie that 
I think are best when they aren’t moist in the center 
so I’d say don’t under bake them. These actually are 
a cookie that are meant to be dry. Dry but a melt in 
your mouth kind of dry). Remove from oven and al¬ 
low to cool several minutes then while cookies are 
still warm, pour 2 cups powdered sugar into a bowl 
and roll cookies in powdered sugar. Transfer to a wire 
rack to cool then once cookies are cool, roll in pow¬ 
dered sugar once more, this time to generously coat 
(I pressed it into the powdered sugar to give it a thick 
coating. Store cookies in an airtight container.

Ingredients 

24 oz shreded coconut 

14 oz can sweetened condensed milk 

2 C powdered sugar 

11 vanilla 

24 oz melted milk chocolate (chips) 

1.5-2 c whole almonds You will need one for each 
candy 

Place sheet of parchment paper on baking sheet, set 
aside. 

In large bowl stir together coconut, condensed milk, 
powdered sugar, and vanilla until blended. 

With a small scoop or teaspoons drop walnut size 
scoops of candy on parchment paper covered baking 
sheet. When done making scoops carefully roll each 


scoop into a ball and place back on sheet. Place one 
whole almond on each ball of candy and press into 
candy. After I did this I went back and packed the co¬ 
conut around the almond a bit so the almond would 
stay in the candy. Place in freezer for 10-20 minuets 
to harden. These will not get rock hard but will set up 
a bit. While in the freezer, melt your chocolate. Melt 
chocolate in microwave in 20 second intervals stirring 
inbetween each interval. When chocolate is melted 
dip candies in chocolate with a fork. Make sure to cov¬ 
er the candy completly. Gently tap the fork on the side 
of bowl to let excess chocolate drip off candy. Careful¬ 
ly place candy back on parchment paper. Repeat until 
all candies are coated in chocolate. Re-melt chocolate 
as needed in order to cover all candies. Place in freezer 
to set chocolate.
